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Tutorial 

Program 

As you know, the tutorial program at 
Bushwick was instituted exactly one month 
ago today. Have you registered as yet? 
It is free and on a voluntary basis. 

The purpose of the tutorial program 
is to aid you, the student, in reading, 
writing and/or arithmetic. All that you 
must have in order to qualify is a desire 
to improve your work in these areas and 
two hours of your time Tuesday, Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday mornings or after¬ 
noons. 

The help in remedial reading is definite¬ 
ly beneficial. After some time has elapsed, 
you will probably be able to read faster 
and remember more of what you have read 
and thus gain more knowledge. 

Reading and writing are closely related. 
At some sessions, you will have the op¬ 
portunity to correct your book reports. 
Perhaps you failed the book reports be¬ 
cause you did not comprehend all that 
you read, or you made numerous gram¬ 
matical errors or perhaps both. 

Those of you who are academic and 
commercial students can benefit from this 
tutorial program since you are required 
to take a Regents examination after you 
have completed eight terms of English. 
Remember, you automatically fail the Re¬ 
gents if your composition is not acceptable 
even though you might have done well 
on the other parts. 

The tutorial program at Bushwick, one 
of a few schools selected in the city, is 
very successful, but can be even more 
successful if you register. If you have 
been recommended by your English class 
teacher, or feel you need help in reading, 
writing and/or arithmetic, by all means 
register at once with one of the teachers 
in the tutorial program. They are Miss 
Daughton and Mrs. Maguire in the morn¬ 
ings; Miss Halligan, Mr. Connors, Mr. 
Ebner and Mr. McKeen in the afternoons.

But he faces fault in ignor¬ 
ing all thought of letting poor Eliza 
share his triumph. 

It is the performance of Audrey 
Hepburn which gives an extra touch 
of magic to the film. Miss Hepburn 
possesses a unique quality of grand¬ 
eur and elegance making her perform¬ 
ance of Eliza Doolittle one that will 
be amongst the fairest of all! Rex 
Harrison’s Higgins is great—as is 
Stanley Holloway’s performance of 
Eliza’s father. Wilfred Hyde White 
as Colonel Pickering, Mona Wash- 
bourne as the Higgins’ housekeeper, 
Gladys Cooper as Mr. Higgins’ moth¬ 
er, and indeed the entire cast are in 
top form. 

Every piece of music in the origin¬ 
al score by Alan Jay Lerner and 
Frederick Loewe has been used in the 
movie. Among the old favorites are 
“Wouldn’t It Be Loverly?,” “On The 
Street Where You Live,” “Get Me To 
The Church On Time,” and “I Could 
Have Danced All Night.” 

Cecil Beaton, the production, scenic 
and costume designer deserves a 
standing ovation for his breathtaking 
costumes and brilliant sets. George 
Cukor has directed with great care. 

My Fair Lady is a milestone for 
Jack L. Warner. He is responsible 
for the entire production from the 
moment he purchased the stage rights 
for a record 5.5 million dollars. Mr. 
Warner’s production of My Fair Lady 
will certainly be one that will live in 
the hearts of many for years to 
come. It is a rare experience!

Crabb’s Little Big Man 
Problems Are Discussed

A new, delightfully absurd fictional 
fossil has been unearthed from the 
American frontier. His name is Jack 
Crabb. Through Mr. Crabb, Thomas 
Berger brings alive the “Olden Time 
Frontier” in his book Little Big Man. 

Jack Crabb is first introduced as 
being one hundred and eleven years 
old and a prisoner of an old age 
home (from which he would shoot his 
way out if only he had his Colt 45). 
After this brief introduction, Crabb 
begins to relate his personel experi¬ 
ences. 

As relived by Crabb in Berger’s 
telling, the legends and the roman¬ 
ticized history of the West are com¬ 
ically disassembled. Typical is Crabb’s 
meeting with Wyatt Earp. “You just 
spoke my name,” says the skinny 
stranger. “I don’t know your name,” 
says Jack. “It is Earp,” says the 
stranger. “Oh,” says Jack, “what I 
done was belch.” 

Throughout the entire book similar 
such anecdotes and folklore are made 
known to us by Jack Crabb, lighting 
new fires under old myths yet at the 
same time satirizing them. 

Betwixt and between, Berger-Crabb 
is a spellbinding story teller with a 
fine feel for frontier manners and 
morals and for fascinating Indian 
lore. And why didn’t the Sioux scalp 
Custer? Jack Crabb knows (because 
he was there) : Custer was getting 
bald.
